Biennial  report 

December  17,  1998 

The  1997  session  of  the  Montana  Legislature  passed,  and  you  signed  into  law. 
House  Bill  598  which  created  a  single  uniform  act  under  which  all  of  the  regulatory 
Boards  attached  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  now  operate.  I  can  report  that  as  a 
result  of  the  act,  due  process  for  licensees  facing  disciplinary  action  has  been 
enhanced  and  notice  to  the  licensees  as  well  as  the  public  has  been  improved. 

The  number  of  complaints  reported  to  and  processed  by  the  Division,  on  behalf  of 
the  boards,  continues  to  rise.  Though  its  difficult  to  determine  why,  increased 
public  awareness  by  licensees,  trade  associations  and  the  public,  of  the  boards 
oversight,  are  felt  to  be  contributory  factors. 

We  continue  to  be  proud  of  the  work  we  do  on  behalf  of  38  separate  and  distinct 
regulatory  programs  as  their  actions  impact  all  of  our  lives  and  contribute  to  an 
enhanced  economy  by  providing  the  best  professional  environment  possible.

POL  AUTHORIZATION: 

Title  2,  Ch.  1 5,  part  1 8  Statutes  establishing  the  Department  Commerce  and  boards  attached 

to    the  Department  of  Commerce,  Professional  and  Occupational 
Licensing. 

Titles  37,  23,  39,  50  Statutes  governing  the  licensing  boards  and/or  programs  under  the 

Bureau  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  attached  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce. 

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES: 

The  mission  of  the  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  Bureau  is  to  safeguard  the  public  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  protect  the  public  from  being  misled 
by  unscrupulous,  incompetent  and  unauthorized  persons.  The  boards/programs  protect  the  public 
from  unprofessional  conduct  by  licensees  and  help  assure  the  availability  of  the  highest  quality 
services  of  those  licensed  and  ensure  qualifications  for  entry  into  a  profession  or  occupation,  monitor 
practices  of  those  licensed  and  combat  unlicensed  practice. 

PROGRAM  GOALS  AND  DESCRIPTION: 

The  Bureau  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  provides  all  professional,  technical, 
administrative,  legal  and  clerical  services  required  by  the  boards/programs,  including  but  not  limited 
to  corresponding  with  the  public  and  licensees;  processing  applications  for  licenses;  issuing  licenses 
granted  by  the  boards/programs;  renewing  licenses;  requiring  and  enforcing  continuing  education 
credits  for  licensure  where  specified  by  law;  levying  fines  under  jurisdiction  of  appropriate 
boards/programs;  inspecting  businesses  where  appropriate;  and  taking  minutes  of  board  meetings 
and  hearings. 

The  Bureau  arranges  for  meeting  and/or  examination  facilities  for  each  board/program;  administer 
and  grade  examinations  where  required;  provides  legal  staff,  investigators  and  inspectors  to 
investigate  legal  infractions  upon  requests  from  the  boards/programs;  and  initiate  disciplinary  actions 
and  other  legal  actions  against  licensees  and  unlicensed  practitioners.  These  administrative  support 
functions  enable  the  boards/programs  to  provide  effective  and  efficient  services  to  the  public. 

BUREAU  DESCRIPTION: 

The  Bureau  is  directed  by  a  Bureau  Chief  Two  administrative  officers  assist  the  Bureau  Chief  The 
Bureau  consists  of  five  work  units:  executive  directors/secretaries;  program  specialists  and 
administrative  support;  investigators/inspectors  and  an  auditor;  automation;  and  legal.  The  Bureau 
is  authorized  to  enter  into  independent  contracts  as  needed  (i.e.,  technical  investigations/inspections, 
compliance  auditing  and  impairment  programs). 

A.  Executive  Directors/Secretaries  -  In  accordance  with  state  statutes,  the  Bureau  employs 
an  executive  director  for  the  Board  of  Nursing.  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Board  of 
Outfitters.  The  Bureau  employs  executive  secretaries  for  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners 
and  the  Board  of  Realty  Regulation. 


B.  Program  Specialists/Administrative  Support  -  The  POL  support  unit  is  comprised  of  23 
employees.  These  employees  are  program  specialists,  licensing  certification  permitting 
specialists,  licensing  certification  permitting  technicians,  and  licensing  certification 
permining  clerks.  This  unit  handles  administrati\e  duties  for  the  lhirt\ -four  boards  and  tliree 
programs.  The  number  of  boards/programs  assigned  to  a  staff  member  depends  on  the 
complexity  and  workload  of  the  board/program. 

C.  Investigative/Inspection/Audit  -  The  investigative  unit  is  comprised  of  lliree  investigators, 
three  compliance  specialists,  one  auditor,  and  a  nurse  consultant.  The  in\  estigators  handle 
various  complaints  for  the  boards/programs.  Two  compliance  specialists  perform 
inspections  of  cosmetology  and  barber  shops;  one  compliance  specialist  performs 
inspections/investigates  for  electrical  and  plumbing:  one  auditor  performs  audits  for  the 
Board  of  Realty  Regulation:  and  a  nurse  consultant  provides  professional  assistance  to  the 
Board  of  Nursing. 

D.  Automation  -  The  automation  unit  consists  of  one  programmer  analyst  who  assures  that  the 
computer  system  remains  in  working  order:  develops  programs:  prints  licenses,  labels,  and 

lists:  and  trains  employees  on  the  use  of  automation  equipment. 

E.  Legal  -  The  legal  unit  is  comprised  of  four  staff  attorneys  and  one  paralegal  assistant.  The 
legal  unit  is  responsible  for  providing  the  Bureau,  boards,  and  programs  with  legal 
representation  for  complaints,  adoption  of  rules,  hearings,  and  court  cases.  The  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  also  employs  one  paralegal  and  an  cxccuti\e  secretary  who  is  an 
attorney. 

F.  Board  Members  -  There  are  198  board  members  who  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
serve  on  the  boards.  The  Bureau  issues  over  60.000  licenses.  By  statutes  the 
boards/programs  are  empowered  to  protect  the  health.  safet>'  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
Montana:  adopt  rules  to  conduct  business:  set  procedures:  discipline  peers:  e\  aluate  potential 
licensees:  hold  oral  interviews;  evaluate  continuing  education  programs:  hold  hearings  for 
disciplinary  action  and  work  in  conjunction  with  associations  to  maintain  high  standards  of 
excellence  for  the  professions  within  the  state.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS  FOR  FISCAL  YEARS  1996-97

BOARD  OF  ALTERNATIVE  HEALTH  CARE: 

The  Board  convened  the  five-member  aUernative  heaUh  care  formulary  committee  and  began 
drafting  rules  to  implement  the  changes  passed  by  the  1997  Legislature  requiring  the  establishment 
of  a  naturopathic  formulary  list.  The  Board  also  held  hearings,  drafted,  and  adopted  a  rule  dealing 
with  requirements  for  direct-entry  midwives  attending  vaginal  birth  after  cesarean  (BBAC  births.) 
The  Board  computerized  the  tracking  of  its  complaint  system  f3r  easier  retrieval  of  disciplinary  data. 
The  Board  also  drafted  and  implemented  a  complete  revision  of  its  rules  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  HB518,  the  Uniform  Licensing  Act.  The  Board  formed  a  Screening  Panel  to  review 
complaints  for  appropriate  action  including  dismissal,  investigation,  or  a  finding  of  reasonable  cause 
violation  of  a  statute  or  rule.  The  Board  also  formed  an  Adjudication  Panel  to  determine  sanctions 
in  contested  case  hearings  and  settlement  agreements. 

BOARD  OF  ARCHITECTS: 

The  Board  requested  an  Attorney  Generals'  Opinion  regarding  the  "Practice  of  Architecture"  to 
clarify  what  actually  constitutes  the  "practice  of  architecture"  and  define  the  parameters  of  the 
interpretafion  of  the  exempfions,  the  definition  of  a  "public  building"  and  the  use  of  the  title 
architect.  At  a  national  level,  a  Discipline  Data  Bank  was  implemented  whereby  all  state  architect 
licensing  boards  will  report  and  access  disciplinary  actions  taken  against  licensed  architects.  This 
will  help  state  boards  obtain  information  more  quickly  and  accurately  when  a  discipline  issue 
involves  a  prospective  licensee  or  current  registered  architect.  The  Board  is  also  discussing 
implementing  continuing  education  requirements  for  license  renewal.  The  Board  wants  to  ensure 
that  mandatory  continuing  education  helps  ensure  better  practitioners. 

In  February  1997,  a  new  national  computerized  licensing  examination  was  implemented.  The 
computerized  examination  provides  candidates  with  more  examination  sites,  allows  them  more 
flexibility  in  studying  and  scheduling  for  specific  examination  sections  and  allows  candidates  the 
ability  to  spread  the  cost  of  the  examination  over  a  longer  period  of  time.  Also,  the  National 
Architectural  Registration  Board  (NCARB)  worked  with  Canadian  Provinces  to  review  architectural 
examinations  and  education  in  Canada.  In  the  past,  separate  educational  and  examination 
requirements  have  created  numerous  hardships  to  Canadian  architects  seeking  licensure  in  the  United 
States.  It  was  determined  by  NCARB  that  the  Canadian  examinations  and  educational  requirements 
are  equivalent  to  those  in  the  United  States.  Therefore,  Canadian  architects  may  be  licensed  in  the 
state  without  meeting  additional  educational  or  examination  requirements. 

BOARD  OF  ATHLETICS: 

The  Board  of  Athletics  adopted  rules  requiring  HIV  testing  for  professional  boxers,  before  they  are 
allowed  to  box  in  the  State  of  Montana  and  adopted  rules  regulating  semi-professional  elimination 


style  boxing  events.    The  Board  also  conducted  training  courses  for  Montana  referees  and  judges. 

In  fiscal  year  1996.  in  accordance  with  federal  law.  the  Board  began  issuing  federal  identification 
cards  to  Montana  licensed  professional  boxers.  Ever>  licensed  boxer  must  possess  a  federal 
identification  card  before  being  allowed  to  box  in  any  venue. 

BOARD  OF  BARBERS: 

The  Board  completed  a  thorough  review  of  its  administrative  rules.  This  resulted  in  the  adoption 
of  ver\  clear  and  concise  rules  covering  acceptable  sanitation  standards,  fees,  and  complaint  policies 
and  procedures.  The  Board  revised  the  barbering  examination  process,  rewrote  the  barber  licensing 
examination  and  administered  the  examination  three  times  each  fiscal  year.  Approximately  300 
barbershops  were  inspected  each  fiscal  year.  And.  members  of  the  F^oard  attended  and  acli\  ely 
participated  in  the  National  American  Board  of  Barbers  Association  Conferences. 

BOARD  OF  CHIROPRACTORS: 

The  Board  imposed  a  requirement  that  effective  Januan,'  1.  1997.  the  National  Board  of  Chiropractic 
Examiners".  Part  IV  Examination  be  required  for  licensure  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  lieu  of  the 
Board  administered  practical  examination.  Part  IV  is  the  practical  examination  developed  by  the 
National  Board  of  Chiropractic  Examiners.  In  an  effort  to  continue  providing  protection  to  the 
general  public,  the  Board  recognized  the  importance  of  educating  chiropractors  regarding  their 
professional  boundaries  and  adopted  rules  requiring  continuing  education  for  renewal  of  a 
chiropractic  license. 

BOARD  OF  CLINICAL  LAB  SCIENCE  PRACTITIONERS: 

The  Board  of  Clinical  Lab  Science  Practitioners  made  a  ruling  concerning  licensed  practical  nurses. 
In  July  1994.  a  statement  was  made  during  a  Board  of  Nursing  meeting  leading  the  licensed 
practical  nurses  to  believe  that  laboratory  testing  fell  under  their  scope  of  practice.  Later  a  licensed 
practical  nurse  asked  for  a  ruling  from  the  Board  of  Nursing.  The  Board  of  Nursing  ruled  that  it  did 
not  fall  under  a  licensed  practical  nurse's  scope  of  practice.  The  Board  of  Clinical  Laborator> 
Science  Practitioners  felt  that  due  to  the  ruling  it  would  open  the  "grandfather  period"  to  licensed 
practical  nurses  due  to  these  circumstances  and  allowed  "grandfathering"  b)  licensed  practical  nurses 
until  December  31.  1995.  Approximately  89  licensed  practical  nurses  were  "grandfathered". 

The  Board  also  sent  two  staff  attorneys  to  the  CLEAR  national  conference.  The  attorneys  discussed 
issues  dealing  with  Right  of  Privacy  vs  Public  Right  to  Know.  Internet,  examinations,  and  falsified 
documents  with  global  applications.  One  attorney  also  attended  the  Federation  of  Regulator)  Board 
Attorney  Certification  Course. 

BOARD  OF  C0S1VIET0L(K;ISTS: 

Through  the  Request  for  Proposal  process,  the  Board  contracted  with  an  independent  examination 
administration  company  to  administer  its  licensing  examinations.  Administration  by  the  vendor 
included  registering  application  by  processing  applications  for  eligibility,  mailing  examination 
acceptance  letters,  and  releasing  examination  results  to  examination  candidates  following  the 


administration. 

The  Board  conducted  a  comprehensive  review  of  its  rules  which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  rules 
dealing  with  requirements  for  schools,  students  of  the  profession,  new  applicants,  out-of-state 
applicants,  inspections,  compliance  with  the  Uniform  Licensing  Act,  licensure  of  estheticians, 
esthetician  salons,  schools,  and  instructors.  A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  address 
sanitation  standards  in  the  profession  and  to  update  the  scope  of  practice  for  categories  licensed.  In 
each  fiscal  year,  over  2000  onsite  inspections  of  salons  and  booth  rentals  were  conducted. 

The  Board  attended  and  actively  participated  in  the  National  Interstate  Council  of  State  Board  of 
Cosmetology  conferences  and  Regional  District  3  meetmgs. 

BOARD  OF  DENTISTRY: 

The  Montana  Board  of  Regents  approved  a  school  in  Canada  for  a  curriculum  in  denturitry.  The 
Board  will  review  the  Board  of  Regents  approval  and  prepare  for  possible  graduates  of  the  school 
requesting  licensure  as  a  denturist. 

The  Board  appointed  a  committee  to  work  on  rules  allowing  for  a  dentist  to  become  licensed  by 
credentials.  Tliis  avenue  of  licensure  allows  out-of-state  dentists  to  license  using  their  experience  and 
credentials  from  other  states  which  they  hold  dental  licenses  in.  The  committee  conducted  extensive 
research  on  other  states  that  offered  this  fonn  of  licensure.  Proposed  rules  will  be  drafted  and 
noticed  for  comment  and  then  adoption. 

The  Board  also  better  defined  rules  for  auxiliaries  exposing  radiographs.  Since  the  Board  does  not 
license  assistants,  but  is  required  to  certify  that  the  assistants  are  qualified  to  expose  radiographs,  the 
Board  implemented  a  new  exam  for  assistant  certification.  The  rules  allow  assistants  who  have 
already  received  prior  certification  in  another  manner  to  use  that  credential  for  qualification  in 
Montana.  The  new  exam  is  being  administered  by  the  Dental  Assisting  National  Board. 

The  Board  also  addressed  the  dental  health  screening  issue.  It  was  determined  that:  screening  done 
of  any  kind,  done  by  anyone  other  than  a  dentist,  cannot  be  used  for  a  diagnosis  or  treatment  plan. 
In  like  manner,  the  Board  determined  that  the  dental  health  screening  form  should  contain  wording 
addressing  this  issue  and  recommended  that  the  participant  see  a  dentist  for  a  follow-up. 

BOARD  OF  FUNERAL  SERVICE: 

The  55"'  Legislature  authorized  the  Board  to  regulate  private  for  profit  cemeteries.  The  Board 
drafted  rules  setting  forth  requirements  and  procedures.  The  Board  revised  a  consumer  brochure, 
which  answers  commonly  asked  questions  about  making  funeral  arrangements.  An  independent 
contractor  conducted  inspections  of  licensed  mortuaries  and  crematories. 


BOARD  OF  HEARING  AID  DISPENSERS: 

Due  to  a  large  number  of  complaints  over  the  past  several  years,  the  Board  focused  on  consumer 


awareness.  Rules  were  adopted  to  conform  to  the  new  Uniform  Licensing  Act.  A  committee, 
appointed  by  the  Board,  began  developing  a  consumer  brochure  designed  to  inform  consumers  of 
their  rights  when  purchasing  hearing  aids.  The  Board  also  increased  its  direct  supervision 
requirements  for  trainees. 

BOARD  OF  LANDSCAPE  ARCHITECTS: 

The  Board  revised  its  rules  to  comply  with  the  Uniform  Licensing  Act.  It  also  studied  the  feasibility 
of  changing  from  a  title  act  to  a  practice  act  and  the  necessity  of  implementing  prerequisite 
requirements  for  licensure. 

BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  EXAMINERS: 

In  fiscal  year  1996.  the  Board  amended  rules  to  conform  to  the  new  Uniform  Professional  Licensing 
and  Regulation  Procedures  .'\ct.  The  Board  reorganized  its  complaint  in\  estigation  procedures  to 
conform  to  the  Supreme  Court's  decision  in  Goyen  v.  City  of  Troy.  The  Board  issued  a  position 
paper  setting  forth  guidelines  for  the  management  of  chronic  pain,  and  commenced  study  of 
telemedicine  and  managed  care,  as  those  fields  of  medicine  affected  and  will  affect  the  Montana 
public.  The  Board  assisted  the  new  Family  Practice  Residency  program  in  Billings  in  setting  up 
registration  procedures  for  participating  residents.  The  Board  researched  the  law  and  tasks 
pertaining  to  medical  assistants  in  Montana,  and  issued  a  position  paper  on  the  subject.  Board 
members  and  representatives  attended  educational  meetings  on  national  health  care  issues,  and 
reported  their  findings  to  the  Board.  The  Board's  two  Screening  Panels  met  26  times,  reviewing  21 1 
complaints,  and  interviewing  23  licensees  and  other  witnesses.  The  Board  issued  sixteen 
disciplinary  orders  against  licensees. 

In  fiscal  year  1997,  the  Board  revised  its  licensing  procedures  to  achieve  greater  efficiency  in  the 
licensing  process.  The  Board  adopted  rules  pertaining  to  licensed  nutritionists,  and  rules  pertaining 
to  inactive  and  retired  status  for  physician  licenses.  During  the  55"'  Legislative  Session.  Board 
members  attended  and  presented  evidence  at  legislati\e  committee  meetings  re\ iewing  licensing 
boards  attached  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The  Board  sent  a  representatixe  to  a  seminar  on 
the  management  of  chronic  pain,  and  received  a  report  from  the  representative.  "The  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  met  with  the  Board  of  Nursing  to  discuss  the  Boards'  relative  positions  on  the 
duties  and  tasks  of  medical  assistants,  with  the  goal  of  adopting  mutually  acceptable  rules;  a  joint 
committee  worked  on  drafts  of  proposed  rules.  Board  members  reported  on  educational  meetings 
they  attended  at  liie  national  level.  The  Board's  two  Screening  Panels  met  20  times,  reviewed  177 
complaints  and  interviewed  36  licensees  and  other  witnesses.  The  Board  issued  nine  disciplinary 
orders  against  licensees. 

BOARD  OF  NURSING: 

During  the  biennium,  the  Board  of  Nursing  provided  for  standards  for  LPNs  to  become  licensed  as 
laboratory  technicians,  issued  a  declaratory  ruling  permitting  RNs  to  participate  in  the  practice  of 
epidural  analgesia,  organized  a  state  subcommittee  to  examine  issues  regarding  delegation  of  nursing 
tasks  to  unlicensed  people,  and  worked  on  the  issue  of  unlicensed  practice  of  nursing.  I'he  Board 
also  hired  an  Ad\  anced  Practice  Registered  Nurse  as  a  consultant  to  the  Board  regarding  advanced 
nursing  issues.  The  rules  for  nursing  education  programs  for  nursing  were  written.  The  Board  was 


approved  through  the  US  Department  of  Education  as  a  state  agency  approved  to  accredit  nursing 
education  programs.  The  Nurses  Assistance  Program  for  impaired  nurses  continued  to  grow  and 
admit  more  participants.  The  Board  enacted  rules  regarding  intravenous  therapy  for  LPNs  and  made 
changes  to  the  standards  of  practice  rules  for  nurses.  Prescriptive  Authority  for  Advanced  Practice 
Registered  Nurses  continued  with  frequent  review  of  the  rules  and  process. 

NURSING  HOME  ADMINISTRATORS: 

In  fiscal  year  1996,  the  Board  of  Nursing  Home  Administrators  reviewed  all  of  its  rules  and 
proposed  changes  to  numerous  rules.  The  rule  changes  dealt  with  the  examination,  display  of  the 
license,  unprofessional  conduct,  and  an  inactive  status.  The  Board  worked  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Human  Services  assuring  that  all  facilities  and  the  administrators  of  facilities  keep 
in  compliance  with  state  and  federal  guidelines  concerning  nursing  homes. 

In  fiscal  year  1 997,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  review  its  existing  administrative 
rules  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  for  program  improvements.  And.  in  an  attempt  to 
build  a  working  relationship  with  sister  licensing  boards  and  better  serve  the  licensees  and  citizens 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  the  Board  sent  a  member  to  the  mid-year  National  Association  of  Boards 
of  Examiners  of  Nursing  Home  Administrators  meeting. 

BOARD  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPISTS: 

The  Board  sent  board  members  to  a  national  workshop  for  occupational  therapy  state  regulators. 
This  workshop  afforded  the  members  of  the  State  of  Montana  an  opportunity  to  address  issues 
regarding  regulatory  management  of  impaired  practitioners,  occupational  therapy  aides,  national 
disciplinary  action  reports,  ADA  and  state  regulations,  continuing  education  and  other  issues  which 
the  Montana  Board  faces. 

The  Board  began  serious  discussion  of  sponsoring  a  traveling  continuing  education  caravan  to  help 
licensees  in  meeting  continuing  education  requirements.  Administrative  rules  were  proposed  and 
adopted  defining  unprofessional  conduct  and  defining  supervision  and  methods  of  supervision. 

BOARD  OF  OPTOMETRY: 

The  Board  proposed  and  adopted  administrative  rules  to  comply  with  HB5 1 8  the  Uniform  Licensing 
Act.  The  Board  began  random  auditing  of  continuing  education.  Members  of  the  Board  attended 
the  International  Association  of  Boards  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  meetings  discussion  included 
reciprocity  verses  endorsement,  legal  issues  facing  the  optometry  profession  and  continuing 
education  requirements  and  approval  processes. 

BOARD  OF  OUTFITTERS: 

The  Montana  Board  of  Outfitters  has  continued  to  develop  and  change  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
pertain  to  licensed  outfitters  and  guides  in  the  state.  In  this  endeavor  the  Board  has  held  quarterly 
board  meetings  in  Helena  and  also  the  necessary  public  hearings  to  gather  the  needed  comments  for 
the  adoption  of  any  new  or  changed  rules.  The  1995  Legislature  enacted  a  moratorium  on  hunting 
outfitter  licenses  and  provided  a  mechanism  to  review  expansion  of  hunting  operations.  These  two 


issues  continue  to  require  ongoing  review  and  monitoring  to  accomplish  the  task  at  hand  with  full 
cooperation  from  the  public,  other  go\emment  agencies,  outfitters,  landowners  and  any  other 
interested  party. 

The  memorandum  of  understanding  between  the  Department  of  Fish.  Wildlife  and  Parks  and  the 
Board  of  Outfitters  has  been  continued.  The  financial  assistance  is  to  help  insure  that  outfitters  and 
guides  are  adequatel>-  contacted  in  the  field  b\-  fish  and  game  wardens.  This  cooperation  continues 
to  provide  the  necessary  mechanism  to  insure  ticketing  and  prosecution  of  illegal  activities  of 
licensed  and  unlicensed  individuals. 

The  Board  continues  to  process  complaints  from  the  general  public  and  other  government  agencies 
against  licensed  outfitters  and  guides.  The  Board's  legal  counsel  also  works  uith  the  proper 
authorities  in  illegal  outfitting  cases  in  the  prosecution  of  these  individuals. 

BO.ARD  OF  PASSENGER  TRAMWAYS: 

In  fiscal  year  1996.  the  Board  of  Passenger  Tramway  Safety,  through  the  request  for  proposal 
process  entered  into  a  new  contract  for  engineering  serx'ices.  The  Board  also  sent  one  member  to 
a  national  meeting  to  discuss  with  other  states  the  national  standards  and  proposals  that  were  being 
made  to  change  some  of  the  standards.  A  construction  permit  was  issued  for  the  longest  mono-cable 
tram  in  North  America. 

In  fiscal  >ear  1997,  the  Board  reduced  its  contract  for  engineering  ser\'ices  by  approximateh'  $22,000 
by  not  requiring  an  inspection  of  the  tramways  by  an  engineer  prior  to  the  area  opening.  In  lieu  of 
the  Board  contracting  for  inspections,  it  required  an  area  to  hire  its  own  engineer  to  inspect  the  trams 
and  send  the  report  to  the  Board  office.  The  Board  issued  a  permit  to  operate  the  longest  mono-cable 
tram  in  North  America.  House  Bill  594  was  introduced  in  the  1997  Legislature  to  sunset  the  Board 
and  was  endorsed  by  the  Board  members  by  a  vote  of  four  to  three.  The  bill  passed  and  became 
effective  July  1,  1997.  The  cash  balance  for  the  Board  transferred  to  the  general  fund. 

BOARD  OF  PHARMACY: 

A  screening  and  adjudication  panel  was  established  to  comply  with  legislati\e  requirements  to 
provide  for  due  process  in  legal  and  disciplinar)  matters. 

Significant  changes  were  made  to  examinations  administered  by  the  Board.  The  North  American 
Pharmacist  Licensure  Examination  (NAPLEX)  was  switched  from  a  pencil  and  paper  format  to  a 
computer-adaptive  examination  administered  by  Sylvan  lechnologN  Centers  throughout  the  country. 
Applicants  for  licensure  as  pharmacists  in  Montana  are  required  to  acquire  a  passing  score.  The 
National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  (NABP)  provides  the  NAPLEX  examination.  Rules 
were  also  proposed  to  replace  the  present  jurisprudence  examination  with  the  Multi-state  Phamiacy 
Jurisprudence  Examination  (MPJE)  provided  by  the  NABP.  It  will  be  a  computer-adapti\e 
examination  that  is  based  on  a  national  uniform  adaptive  blueprint  of  jurisprudence  competencies 
applicable  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  while  accommodating  the  ditTerences  from  state  to  stale.  It 
will  be  administered  by  Cogent  Testing  Centers  throughout  the  country. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  cooperated  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services, 


Quality  Assurance  Division,  in  promulgating  rules  regulating  Home  Infusion  Therapy  Service. 

Quarterly  newsletters  continued  to  be  published  and  distributed  to  all  licensed  pharmacists  and 
pharmacies  in  Montana  to  keep  them  abreast  of  state  and  national  requirements. 

BOARD  OF  PHYSICAL  THERAPY  EXAMINERS: 

The  Board  of  Physical  Therapy  Examiners  proposed  rule  changes,  which  affected  physical  therapists 
and  physical  therapist  assistants.  Rules  were  adopted  to  establish  an  examination  for  physical 
therapist  assistants,  supporting  documentation  for  applications,  supervision,  and  to  clarify  that  a 
person  could  not  practice  the  profession  with  a  lapsed  license  for  failure  to  renew  in  a  timely  manner. 

BOARD  OF  PLUMBERS: 

The  Board  began  drafting  rule  changes  that  would  better  define  "farm  or  ranch",  "installation  of 
water  conditioner  service"  and  "minor  work."  Work  began  on  a  request  for  an  Attorney  General's 
Opinion  that  would  better  clarify  the  need  for  licensure  throughout  the  State  of  Montana.  The  1997 
Legislature  authorized  a  second  compliance  specialist  position  to  focus  on  ensuring  that  the  people 
doing  plumbing  were  properly  licensed. 

BOARD  OF  PRIVATE  SECURITY  PATROL  OFFICERS  AND  INVESTIGATORS: 

The  Board  adopted  rule  changes,  which  clarified  the  meaning  of  direct  supervision  and  number  of 
supervisory  contacts  needed  for  probationary  private  investigators.  Through  a  Request  for  Proposal, 
the  board  contracted  with  the  University  of  Great  Falls  to  conduct  a  "Train  the  Trainer"  program. 
The  program  was  designed  to  educate  and  train  the  employees  of  proprietary  and  contract  security 
companies  who  are  responsible  for  training  security  guards.  The  first  program  was  held  in  October 
of  1997. 

BOARD  OF  PROFESSIONAL  ENGINEERS  &  PROFESSIONAL  LAND  SURVEYORS: 

The  Board  sent  representatives  to  the  Western  Zone  meetings  and  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
National  Council  of  Examiners  for  Engineering  and  Surveying  (NCEES).  Participation  at  these 
meetings  affords  the  opportunity  to  have  input  on  changes  affecting  the  profession.  The  Board  also 
adopted  new  rules  in  conjunction  with  House  Bill  147  and  House  Bill  148,  which  became  effective 
as  of  October  1.  1995.  A  major  component  of  these  rules  was  to  implement  a  continuing  education 
requirement  as  a  condition  for  renewal  of  a  license. 

BOARD  OF  PSYCHOLOGISTS: 

The  Board,  after  formal  notice,  adopted  a  complete  revision  of  the  unprofessional  conduct  rules 
based  on  an  integration  of  regulations  from  the  American  Psychological  Association,  the  Association 
of  State  and  provincial  Psychology  Boards,  and  its  own  unprofessional  conduct  regulations.  The 
Division  computerized  the  tracking  of  its  complaint  system  for  easier  retrieval  of  disciplinary  data. 
After  formal  notice,  the  Board  adopted  a  complete  revision  of  its  rules  to  comply  with  provisions 
of  HB  518,  the  Uniform  Licensing  Act  passed  by  the  54""  Legislature.  A  Screening  Panel  was 
formed  to  review  complaints  for  appropriate  action  including  dismissal,  investigation  or  a  finding 


BOARD  OF  REAL  ESTATE  APPR.\ISERS: 

During  the  biennium.  the  Board,  through  a  request  for  proposal,  contracted  with  Apphed 
Measurement  Professionals  to  provide  the  examination  for  candidates  for  a  real  estate  appraiser 
license.  Upon  entering  into  the  contract,  the  Board  reduced  the  costs  to  applicant  by  approximately 
$60.  Applied  Measurement  Professionals  notified  the  Board  that  its  passing  score  was  lower  than 
the  national  mean  and  the  passing  score  in  Montana  was  raised  to  be  in  compliance  with  other  states. 

The  Board  adopted  rules  that  raised  the  qualifying  education  and  experience  criteria  for  applicants 
for  licensure.  This  change  put  the  Board  in  compliance  \s  ith  federal  law  that  requires  states  to  have 
as  a  minimum  the  same  standards  as  the  Appraiser  Qualifications  Board  of  the  Appraisal 
Foundation.  A  ruling  was  made  that  "mineral  appraising"  experience  did  not  qualifv  as  real  estate 
appraising  experience. 

The  Board,  in  an  effort  to  promote  public  and  licensee  awareness,  voted  unanimously  to  send  the 
Board  Administrator  and  Board  members  to  group  meetings  and  educational  classes  of  appraisers 
held  throughout  the  State  of  Montana.  The  Board  and  staff  participated  in  national  and  regional 
meetings  to  work  on  common  disciplinary  problems,  education,  and  reciprocal  agreements. 

BOARD  OF  REALTY  REGULATION: 

The  Board  of  Realty  Regulation  underwent  a  review  of  the  entire  set  of  rules  governing  the 
profession  of  real  estate.  As  a  result  of  this  major  review,  the  continuing  education  requirements 
were  amended.  Licensee's  reporting  requirement  was  changed  from  a  two-year  c\cle  to  an  annual 
requirement.  The  Board  considered  a  request  for  a  declarator)'  ruling  on  the  question  of  agency  and 
more  specifically,  buyer's  agency.  This  was  in  response  to  the  agency  legislation  that  was  passed 
in  the  1995  legislative  session.  The  continuing  education  caravan  was  again  offered  in  the  biennium 
providing  quality  education  to  rural  licensees  at  an  affordable  co.st.  An  additional  cara\  an  on  fair 
housing  issues  was  presented  in  the  spring  of  1996.  The  1997  Legislature  authorized  a  half-lime 
position  for  an  education  director  as  well  as  eliminated  the  registration  of  filing  for  in-state  sale  of 
out-of-state  subdivisions. 

BOARD  OF  RESPIRATORY  CARE  PRACTITIONERS: 

The  Board  approved  continued  involvement  at  the  National  Board  for  Respiratory  Care  (NBRC) 
State  Liaison  meeting.  Participation  at  the  national  level  affords  the  opportunity  to  address  issues 
regarding  the  national  examination  and  the  NBRC  national  disciplinan.-  databank.  1  est  development 
issues  for  the  examination  are  di.scussed  as  well  as  the  de\elopnient  process  which  insures  that 
examinations  have  content  \alidity  as  defined  by  accepted  professional  standards. 

BOARD  OF  SANITARIANS: 

A  change  in  the  testing  agency  was  made  because  Professional  Fxamination  Service  was  no  longer 
going  to  offer  the  national  registration  of  sanitarians  examination,  .'\fter  careful  review  and  study, 
the  Board  decided  to  u.se  the  National  Assessment  Institute  examination  oiTered  through  the  National 
Environmental  health  Association.  In  an  effort  to  help  prepare  candidates  for  the  examination,  the 
Board  implemented  a  lending  library  in  conjunction  with  the  Montana  Environmental  health 


Association  and  sponsored  the  MEHA  examination  training. 

BOARD  OF  SOCIAL  WORK  EXAMINERS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  COUNSELORS: 

During  the  biennium,  the  Board  received  $50,000  for  a  continuing  education  grant.  The  Request  for 
Proposals  ehcited  five  responses  and  the  Board  approved  two  groups  to  present  various  continuing 
education  programs  throughout  the  State  of  Montana  to  Mcensed  professional  counselors  and 
licensed  social  workers.  One  grant  was  awarded  to  the  Montana  Clinical  Mental  Health  Counselors 
Association  to  present  ten  one-day  workshops  on  Ethics  and  Office  Management.  The  other  grant 
was  awarded  to  Headwaters  Counseling  to  present  various  workshops  on  Working  with  ADHA 
Program:  Training  for  Attention  Deficit  Children  and  Fetal  Alcohol  Syndrome  and  Fetal  Alcohol 
Affect. 

BOARD  OF  SPEECH-LANGUAGE  PATHOLOGISTS  AND  AUDIOLOGISTS: 

The  Board,  aware  of  confusion  surrounding  supervision  by  licensed  speech-language  pathologists 
and  audiologists  to  the  registered  aides,  insfituted  the  a  mid-year  verification  form  to  allow  for 
discussion  by  the  supervisor,  the  hiring  agency  and  the  aide  to  affirm  the  appropriate  amount  of 
supervision  received.  The  aide  registration  chart  was  also  modified  to  include  the  location  of  the 
aide  as  well  as  the  location  of  the  supervisor  and  the  total  amount  of  hours  the  aide  is  employed. 

BOARD  OF  VETERINARY  MEDICINE: 

The  Board  discontinued  its  administration  of  the  state  practical  and  oral  examinations  and  instead 
requires  passage  of  the  two  national  veterinary  examinations  and  passage  of  the  Montana 
jurisprudence  examination  as  requirements  for  licensure.  Licensure  by  endorsement  was 
implemented  as  a  method  for  out-of-state  applicants  to  obtain  licensure  as  a  veterinarian.  The 
jurisprudence  exam  is  administered  four  times  per  year  to  facilitate  transfer  of  veterinary  licenses 
into  Montana.  The  Division  computerized  the  tracking  of  its  complaint  system  for  easier  retrieval 
of  disciplinary  data.  A  Screening  Panel  was  formed  to  review  complaints  for  appropriate  action 
including  dismissal,  investigation  or  a  finding  of  reasonable  cause.  An  Adjudication  Panel  was  also 
formed  to  determine  sanctions  in  contested  case  hearings  and  settlement  agreements.  The  Board 
drafted  and  adopted  a  complete  revision  of  its  rules  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  HB  518,  the 
Uniform  Licensing  Act  and  began  drafting  rules  to  implement  changes  passed  by  the  1997 
Legislature  dealing  with  the  use  of  support  personnel  by  veterinarians. 

STATE  ELECTRICAL  BOARD: 

The  Board  began  the  process  of  drafting  rule  changes  that  would  better  define  the  definition  of  full- 
time  employment  as  it  relates  to  electrical  contracting.  A  multi-state  reciprocity  agreement  with 
nine  western  states  was  discussed  and  the  matter  was  tabled  pending  further  research  into  the 
possibility  of  considering  applications  for  licensure  based  upon  the  credentials  of  the  applicant.  It 
was  tabled  until  the  issue  of  reciprocity  agreements  was  addressed  by  the  55"'  Legislature.  The 
Board  participated  in  a  multi-state  reciprocity  meeting  in  Wyoming  to  discuss  the  agreement  and 
determine  what  the  requirements  were  in  the  nine  surrounding  states.
